Character 

I picked up a little article last 
night by Allen Marple, who was 
editor of Collier’s Magazine back 
in the days of its fabulous success. 
In. the article, he was trying to 
figure out the requirements for 
successful writing. 

Is it talent? Intelligence? Taste? 

He has pondered all those things 
and he said he thought a writer 
required some of each, plus cour¬ 
age, patience, and “a sort of un- 
sinkable self-righting ego,” 

Then he happened to spend an 
evening with a writer who had 
come up the hard way to success. 
What did this man have? 

Marple came to the conclusion 
that “You throw all those quali¬ 
ties in the pot, cook at a slow 
burn for some years, and what 
you’ve got, if you’ve got anything, 
Is character. That’s what it takes 
to be a successful writer — or suc¬ 
cessful carpenter, or successful 
steeple-jack — a bit of knack at 
the trade, learned or native, and a 
hell of a lot of Character.” 

When you think it through, he's 
right. Perhaps everyone needs a 
bit of luck, but I’d hate to bet that 
your luck isn’t what you make It. 

The older a man gets the more 
he notices the fact that the suc¬ 
cessful men and women of the 
world have character. The world 
needs them. In attaining their own 
success they have created good 
things for us all. 

It took intelligence and charac¬ 
ter, for example, to invent, develop 
and merchandise television, print¬ 
ing press, the diamond drill, the 
telephone, insulin and a thousand 
and one other things which have 
improved our lives. 

Therefore, if we are wise, we 
should be willing to reward men 
of character and genius, instead 
of sniping at them. We do not grow 
big by cutting others down, noj 
rich by making others poor. 

Discourage character and enter¬ 
prise and you make the whole 
world poorer; encourage leaders 
and you help make the whole world 
wealthier. 

Isn’t it time we showed some 
concern for the welfare of the pro¬ 
ductive people, instead of lavishing 
all our care on the incompetent? 

[ think so!

Canadian Red Cross So¬ 
ciety, students are invited to create 
and name a caricature which might 
he used in publicizing the Blood 
Transfusion Service.

been forwwarded 'through the 
Junior Red Cross to more than 600 
high school principals In the 
province. 

Scholarships To Be 
Presented By 
Cultural Branch 

Scholarships with total value of 
more than $5,000 are again being 
made available to Albertans by the 
Cultural Activities Branch, Depart¬ 
ment of Economic Affairs.

Unemployment 
Questions and Answers 

in this column we publish ques¬ 
tions about unemployment insur¬ 
ance and employment, together with 
answers received from the Unem¬ 
ployment Insurance Comrmtesioii. 

Following are some questions 
with answers which may be of in¬ 
terest to you. 

Q. I have been told that the Com¬ 
missions has to try to find work 
for me of the same type that I had 
previously and at the same rate of 
pay. and that I do not have to ac- 
oept anything else. Is that cor¬ 
rect? 

A. No. Every effort is made to 
help you find work of the same 
kind and under similar conditions 
to that which you previously en¬ 
joyed. However, if, after a reason¬ 
able period, these efforts are un¬ 
successful, refusal to apply for or 
accept employment of another kind 
at the going rate of wages for that 
occupation may affect your entitle¬ 
ment to benefit. 

Q. It has been one year now since 
my husband filed an application 
for unemployment benefit but by 
the time he received his forms, he 
left for the hospital. I returned the 
forms. Now he has been unem¬ 
ployed for 14 months and the only- 
work he could perform would be 
that of an attendant. Can he still 
get benefit from his old stamps? 

A. It may be that your husband 
could now qualify for benefit It fas 
can prove total incapacity during 
some part of the 14 months to which 
you refer and provided he is now 
able to do work for which there In 


a reasonable demand in the area 
in which you live. He should make 
an application for benefit at bis lo¬ 
cal office, giving full particulars. 
Only then can it be determined 
definitely whether or not he is en¬ 
titled to benefit. 

Q. I am now collecting unemploy¬ 
ment insurance which is due to 
run out in five weeks. This is my 
first claim. Would I be entitled to 
seasonal benefit, and if so, when 
does H start and for how long does 
it last? 

A. If your regular benefit runs 
out after December 1, you will be 
entitled -to seasonal benefit pro¬ 
vided you fulfill all the other re¬ 
quirements. It would start immedi¬ 
ately after your regular benefit 
ended and would last for at least 12 
weeks but not beyond May 16, 1959. 
Without an examination of your 
records it is not possible to give 
more definite information regarding 
the duration of your claim. 

Q. In 1957 I worked in a sawmill 
as an edger-man. I was earning 
$8 50 a day and I reckoned board at 
$2 a day, which would make $10.50. 
They gave me $1.20 stamps. This 
year, I worked for the same com¬ 
pany at the same wages and under 
the same conditions, doing the same 
work, but they gave me $1.12 
stamps. Am I entitled to $1.20 
stamps? 

A. If you are working on a five- 
day week and earning $52.50 each 
week, you should be credited with 
$1.12 weekly stamps. You must 
earn $57 or over in a week to be 
entitled to a $1.20 weekly stamp. 

Q. If I have only 13 weeks of 
fishermen's stamps, can my daily 
stamps count towards my 15 weeks? 
Many people tell me that I must 
have 15 weeks of fishermen’s 
stamps to be entitled to benefit. I 
have no other fishing stamps since 
fishing is impossible due to a lack 
of bait. 

A. A person must have 15 con¬ 
tribution weeks since the Saturday 
prior to the previous March 31 in 
order to qualify for seasonal bene¬ 
fit as a fisherman or otherwise. 
Both fishing contributions and 
tegular contributions count for 
seasonal benefit. 

Q. I have 20 weeks of contribu¬ 
tions. Can I start drawing benefit 
from December 1st? If so, until 
what date? 

A. You may qualify for seasonal 
benefit if you have 15 or more con¬ 
tribution weeks since the Satur¬ 
day prior to the previous March 31. 
If you qualify, you will be author¬ 
ized five weeks of benefit for every 
six of these contribution weeks, but 
seasonal benefit is not payable after 
May 16. 

Q. If I draw $10 a week from the 
Government even When unemployed 
all winter, can this affect my un- 
eraplpoyment insurance benefit? 

A. A claimant is permitted to earn 
30 much each week without loss of 
be.nefit. The amount of such earn¬ 
ings depends on the weekly rate of 
benefit to which the claimant is 
entitled. Without knowledge of 
your weekly rate of benefit and 
what this $10 represents, it is not 
possible to give a definite answer 
to your question. 

Q. I am now working for the Con¬ 
solidated Paper Corporation, but 
operations will cease in a month’s 
•time. As I have a woodlot, I plan 
to cut lumber for sawmills. Since 
I will not receive payment for my 
product until May or June, am I 
entitled to unemployment insur¬ 
ance benefit as soon as I am 
through at Consolidated Paper? 

A. Whether or not you will be 
entitled to unemployment insur¬ 
ance benefit will depend upon the 
extent of your activities in cutting 
lumber for sawmills. If a consider¬ 
able amount of your time is spent 
in this work, you may be considered 
as self-employed and therefore not 
eligible for benefit.

Even more interesting is the 
fact that years of practical home¬ 
making are said to polish the 
dietitians professional skills. Alio 
maturity is quite often an extra 
advantage in many of the import¬ 
ant administrative jobs lit the field. 

Miss Raymond declares that as 
well as being entirely free of any 
age limit restrictions the dietetic 
profession requires no refresher 
training except in specialized jobs. 

These are the reasons why the 
association boasts that its profes¬ 
sional training which includes a 
university degree and a period of 
interneship is ‘‘ideal’’. Miss Ray¬ 
mond says young graduates can 
command excellent salaries. 

If they give it all up for home- 
making, they are equipped with 
wonderful knowledge of food, 
budgeting and administration and 
if, 2 years later, they decide to 
return to work they can do so 
without difficulty.
